written to senior government figures as well as 
local councillors urging them to take a fresh ap¬ 
proach to the housing problem. 

He hopes to rally support across the community 
and set up a housing panel to help deliver cheaper 
homes and prevent an “exodus” of young people. 


“Bridport is losing a generation of its population 
because of its housing crisis - that is completely 
wrong,” said Mr Mathison. 

“Younger people are leaving Bridport because 
higher London salaries enable them to get on the 
housing ladder there. 

“These rural market towns represent one of the 
most treasured sectors of England’s heritage. Their 
structures, their cultures and their communities 
must be protected by those who carry that respon¬ 
sibility.”

In his report, Mr Mathison, who is also playing 
a part in Bridport’s ‘Vision 2030’ planning project, 
warns that purpose-built employment sites like the 
business park at Gore Cross are required to encour¬ 
age trade in the area. And he also calls for a com¬ 
mitment to low-cost housing across the town. 

“The fact of the matter is that many people - 
even in their forties and with decent jobs - are un¬ 
able to afford to buy a home in Bridport,” he 
added. 

“The net result of that is that many people who 
work in Bridport have to live elsewhere and com¬ 
mute into work. A few decades ago that would 
have been unthinkable but now it is reality. And it 
is wrong. 

“The new generations coming through are the 
lifeblood of any community and if governments 
and local authorities allow this exodus to continue 
then they must hang their heads in shame. 

“If we are to ensure that Bridport continues to be 
a fresh and vibrant community then something

ROBIN Hodges runs the Pinhay House Resi¬ 
dential Care Home with his wife of 31 years 
Carole. 

Mr Hodges, 55, also runs the Saturday 
Morning Football sessions in Uplyme, en¬ 
couraging youngsters to stay active and de¬ 
velop a passion for the beautiful game. 


• WHAT'S the aim of Saturday Morning Football 
in Uplyme? 

The aim is to encourage children and young people 
to come along and try football in a friendly, non¬ 
competitive environment, and to help people make 
friends. 

• WHERE is it held? 

On Uplyme playing field from 9am to 10.15am every 
Saturday from September to May. We play in 
Woodroffe Sports Hall from January to March. We 
started going there when the field was badly 
flooded and we couldn't play for several weeks. It 
helps to guarantee football during the wet, winter 
months, and the kids love the speed of 5-a-side 
games. 

• HOW did you get involved with the Saturday 
Morning Football programme? 

It was started about 17 years ago by Uplyme Church 
as a spin off from their'Triday Club"that was held in 
the village hall. A group of lads wanted to play foot¬ 
ball so they used to turn up for a kick-about on a Sat¬ 
urday morning. I got involved when my boys started 
wanting to play and as we attend Uplyme Church it 
was a natural thing to do. 

• HOW is it funded? 

Purely by donation. We don't charge to come along 
on Saturday mornings, it's a service to the commu¬ 
nity of Uplyme run by the church. The only time we 
ask for a small donation is when we move into 
Woodroffe Sports Hall for the winter, as we have to 
pay to hire it. The equipment is provided by the 
leaders and Uplyme Church. We have been very 
lucky in the past two years, with some generous do¬ 
nations from the community. People obviously see 
it as a blessing to the village. 

• IS there an age limit for the children attend¬ 
ing? 

Well, it is aimed at 5-11 year olds, but we have chil¬ 
dren from about four years to lads of about 15 com¬ 
ing along. Everybody seems to get something out 
of it; we even have children from Chard who come 
along. We all warm up together and then split up 
into age/ability groups and play some football. 
Every now and again we mix everybody up and it's 
great to see the older lads helping and encouraging 
the youngsters. 



• HOW has your role with the programme devel¬ 
oped? 

I started off just helping out on the odd occasion, 
however, as the years have gone by I took over the 
running of it. I have to ensure we have all the records 
and checks up to date, the risk assessments are done 
and we have first aid cover while we are playing. 
From being just a bunch of lads and a church leader 
turning up on a Saturday morning, we now have to 
be properly organised, although we are still the 
same at the core. 

• WHAT gives you the motivation to get out of 
bed on a Saturday morning? 
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I think it's just the enthusiasm I encounter from the 
children that come along.They are desperate to join 
in and play some football. The parents often arrive 
all bleary eyed at 8.50am, saying that their child has 
been up since 6am with their football boots on ask¬ 
ing if it's time to go yet! 

We've had lots of kids go on to play for local teams, 
and a few that have been on the books of profes¬ 
sional clubs. They all started with two left feet kick¬ 
ing a ball at Uplyme. 

• WHAT do you try to instil in the children? 

It's all about trying to be inclusive. It doesn't matter 
if you can't play or if you are blessed with great skill, 
being part of a group that values where you are is 
very important. I think the church background to 
the group leaders helps us to ensure we keep a "love 
thy neighbour" approach to what is happening. 
Everybody has something to offer. 

• YOU also run a business in Lyme Regis? 

Yes, my wife and I own and run Pinhay House Care 
Home. We've been there for the past 27 years. Mak¬ 
ing space to do the football and other things in a 
"24 hour a day" business has been challenging, but 
I feel we manage it quite well. 

• WHAT do you do in your spare time? 

I've been a member of Uplyme Church for 25 years 
and I lead the services there once a month. I'm on 
the Deanery Synod and the Diocesan synod as the 
churches representative for the parish and the 
vicar's representative on the BesticTrust that is pro¬ 
gressing the building of the new school in Uplyme. 
Last year I helped set up, and now help run Seaton 
Memory Cafe for those in the local community who 
need help and support. It's been going a year now,

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'Bizarre' plan to redraw electoral boundaries 


COUNCILLORS have criticised "bizarre" plans to 
redraw Bridport's electoral boundaries. 

Members of the town council described the 
proposals as"appalling"and "ridiculous", warning 
that local elections could be made even more 
complicated for voters. 

Under the plans, put forward by the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Boundary Commission, the Bridport 
county council ward would be split into two 
sides - north and south. 

Two elected members - instead of one - would 
represent Bridport on Dorset County Council, 
but they would cover a huge area stretching far 
beyond the town itself. 

The north ward councillor, for example, would 
be responsible for communities as far away as 
Hooke to the north and Compton Valence to the 
east. 

Meanwhile, nearby villages Symondsbury and 
Eype would fall under the watch of a Marshwood 
Vale councillor. 

The commission says the changes will help to 
ensure each county councillor represents 
roughly the same number of voters. 

But civic leaders have criticised the plans, 
which they warn could confuse voters. 

"This is being pushed through on the quiet and 
I think it's absolutely appalling," said Councillor 
Maggie Ray. 

"It's going to destroy the integrity of Bridport - 
we should start a major campaign to stop this 
from happening." 

Councillor Dave Rickard said he was concerned 
that West Dorset's other large towns - Dorch¬ 
ester, Weymouth and Sherborne - would have 
distinct electoral wards, but that Bridport's 
boundaries would be spread far more widely.

And fellow councillors warned that the pro¬ 
posed changes could cause problems at polling 
stations. 

"The confusion at the last elections was ridicu¬ 
lous," said Councillor Keith Day. 

"I personally think somebody with some power 


should be made to come down here and drive 
around these places to see what rubbish they 
talk." 

Town Mayor Sandra Brown added: "For Bridport 
North to include places like Toller Porcorum and 
Wynford Eagle is crazy - their postcode isn't Brid¬ 
port, it's Dorchester. It's not sensible." 

The commission is consulting on its proposals 
until July 6th before producing final recommen¬ 
dations later this year. 

Max Caller CBE, chairman of the commission, 


said: "Our review aims to deliver electoral equal¬ 
ity for local voters. 

"This means that each councillor represents a 
similar number of people so that everyone's vote 
in council elections is worth roughly the same re¬ 
gardless of where you live. 

"We also want to ensure that our proposals re¬ 
flect the interests and identities of local commu¬ 
nities across the district and that the pattern of 
wards can help the council deliver effective local 
government to local people." 


Louise's jump for Heroes

A BRIDPORT resident has 
raised hundreds of pounds for 
charity and ticked off an item 
on her bucket list by taking to 
the skies for her first ever sky¬ 
dive. 

Louise Goligher, of Bridport 
Glass and Tile Centre, was due 
to take part in the largest 
worldwide tandem skydive, in 
aid of Help for Heroes, on Sat¬ 
urday. 

But the record breaking at¬ 
tempt, with 333 people diving 
from a height of 15,000ft 
within 24 hours, was cancelled 
due to high winds - but that 
didn't stop Louise from taking 
the leap of faith and fulfilling 
what she set out to do. 

She has so far raised £611 for 
the military charity, with dona¬ 
tions still pouring in online. 

Mrs Goligher, whose hus¬ 
band served in the army, said: 
"We were lucky enough to be 
camping on the Friday night 
by the airfield so they said I 


High speed broadband to reach village by 2018 


THOUSANDS of homes 
and businesses across the 
county - including frus¬ 
trated residents in Uploders, 
near Bridport - will be con¬ 
nected to superfast broad¬ 
band under the latest rollout 
plans, it has been an¬ 
nounced. 

But villagers, many of 
whom took their campaign 
to the steps of county hall in 
Dorchester earlier this year, 
will have to wait until 2018 
before the high-speed serv¬ 
ice reaches them. 

Superfast Dorset - a part¬ 
nership between the govern¬ 


ment, local councils and BT 
- has announced a new 
£3million investment to ex¬ 
tend the rollout programme 
to more rural communities. 

Funding has been set aside 
to bring villagers in Up¬ 
loders up to speed within 
the next three years, with 
additional cash also outlined 
to help connect the Marsh- 
wood Vale. 

Local councils and the 
government’s broadband 
delivery programme, 
BDUK, are each ploughing 
£1.3million more into the 
project, while BT will in¬ 


vest a further £400,000 

Bill Murphy, BT’s manag¬ 
ing director for ‘next gener¬ 
ation access’, said: “This is 
another very important step 
forward for a successful 
partnership, which is play¬ 
ing a major role in the future 
prosperity and economic 
success of Dorset.” 

Councillor Colin 

Jamieson, Dorset County 
Council’s portfolio holder 
for the economy, added: 
“Thousands of people 
across rural Dorset have al¬ 
ready ordered fibre broad¬ 
band and are finding their 


lives transformed because 
they can connect with 
friends, family, jobs, serv¬ 
ices and training no matter 
how remote their homes. 

“Businesses are learning 
to make the most of the new 
technology to reach more 
customers and work in new 


ways. 

“Further embracing fibre 
technology can only be 
good for Dorset’s busi¬ 
nesses and tourism.” 

Campaigners in Uploders 
set up a campaign group in 
February calling for action 
to bring the high-speed 


service to remote areas. 

They warned that the 
long-term future of the vil¬ 
lage would be at risk with¬ 
out proper investment in 
superfast broadband. 

A statement issued by 
Dorset County Council last 
week confirmed that the 
new agreement “will bring 
fibre to about 50 Dorset 
communities by early 2018, 
including ... Uploders”. 

Project leaders say the 
scheme has now connected 
more than 40,000 homes 
and businesses to faster and 
more reliable broadband.

needs to be done to ad¬ 
dress this crisis.” 

Tom Glover, a 
spokesman for local 
campaign group Future 
Bridport, also warned 
that young people are 
being forced to move 
away from the town. 

He said: “People who 
grow up and build their 
lives in Bridport have 
no option but to leave 
and that needs to be ad¬ 
dressed immediately. 

“Bridport is such a vi¬ 
brant and attractive 


place to live, due partly 
to the diversity of the 
people in the town. If it 
just becomes a haven 
for second homeown¬ 
ers and retirees then it 
will lose that. There 
needs to be a real effort 
made to build homes 
that local hardworking 
people can realistically 
look to buy.” 

Bridport councillor 
Ros Kayes said West 
Dorset District Council 
had “completely 
failed” to develop af¬ 
fordable homes in the 


town and that urgent 
action was required. 

“We need, as a new 
council, to shape the 
market and work more 
proactively with devel¬ 
opers and housing as¬ 
sociations to encourage 
a wide range of hous¬ 
ing options. That 
means putting up some 
money to support de¬ 
velopment and provid¬ 
ing the housing that 
local authorities need. 

“We can only do that 
by working closely 
with neighbourhood 


planning teams and 
local people who are 
keen to develop afford¬ 
able options. 

“I am hoping that a 
really active affordable 
housing group will 
come out of Mr Mathi- 
son’s excellent work.” 

Bridport’s neighbour¬ 
hood plan steering 
group, ‘Vision 2030’, is 
currently carrying out 
an extensive consulta¬ 
tion with residents. 

The group aims to 
produce a blueprint for 
the future development 


of the town, so local 
people can take back 
more control of the 
planning system. 

Phyllida Culpin, 
chairman of ‘Vision 
2030’, said: “All the 
views and comments 
submitted, including 
Roy Mathison’s paper, 
will be looked at by the 
steering group and by 
the working groups 
that are to be estab¬ 
lished to consider spe¬ 
cific issues, such as 
housing. 

“We look forward to 


working with Roy and 
other people who, 
through the working 
groups, would like to 
get involved in the 
neighbourhood plan 
process.”

Big turnout for Public 
First's petition signing 


UNPRECEDENTED numbers of the public de¬ 
scended on the Public First Group's petition stand 
in Dorchester on Saturday. 

Organiser John Grantham said: "We got some 
small slips of paper out to some homes on Thurs¬ 
day night and Friday outlining the signing oppor¬ 
tunity, and were utterly astonished and delighted 
to be besieged with the number of people mak¬ 
ing their way specifically to us to sign the petition 
- this despite the fact that many Durnovarians 
had already signed earlier this year. 

"We had no less than 709 signatures on the day, 
with name and address details, between 9.30am 
to just after 3pm. 

"At times we had people queuing as there wasn't 
enough room at the table. Most people said they 
had come because of the leaflet, and the discov¬ 
ery for many that West Dorset was run by a Cabi¬ 
net system led by seven people; also that not one 
of the Cabinet was one of the nine Dorchester 
councillors elected to West Dorset. 

"Many said they now understood how the 93 per 
cent Dorchester town poll vote against the 
offices had been ignored by WDDC and how the 
county town had been blighted by the huge 
council offices placed on Charles St South car 
park. 

"Whilst we may have heard half-a-dozen dissent¬ 
ing voices in favour of the cabinet system, on the 
basis that decisions could be faster, there were 
over 700 signatures in favour of the petition re¬ 
quiring a referendum to be held in order to return 
to the committee system to give an improvement 
in democracy. 

"People derided party politics in council matters 
and were also uneasy that the only political party 
represented on the cabinet got just 45 per cent of 


all West Dorset votes and a small fraction of this in 
Dorchester, with many calling for proportional 
representation nationally." 

This Saturday (June 27th) there is a further peti¬ 
tion session in Bridport, where an extra table will 
be laid on. 

"There has been a massive awakening among 
people that there is at last something they can do 
to help,"says John Grantham. 

"Public First's role is to ensure the petition is valid 
so it can be verified and that everyone in West 
Dorset learns that WDDC is run by a cabinet sys¬ 
tem where the four main towns - Dorchester, Brid¬ 
port, Sherborne and Lyme Regis - are represented 
by 19 of the elected 42 councillors, but that not 
one of these is in the cabinet! 

"We can't change the election result, but we can 
require, through the ballot box in a future referen¬ 
dum, that a committee system, removing the cab¬ 
inet governance and allowing more influence, 
inputs, reason and debate to spread to all 42 
councillors, can be re-instated. 

"We plan to produce and distribute notes to 
homes in Bridport before Saturday, and would 
welcome any member(s) of the public keen to 
help distribute to phone 07552 430214 to say 
what street(s) they can cover and in what part of 
Bridport. 

"There is no doubt this petition is awakening in¬ 
terest in the public to the thought that they can 
affect events if they can fully understand the is¬ 
sues and be listened to. 

"We could not expect a repeat of Dorchester's 
numbers - as many people in Bridport have al¬ 
ready signed - but Saturday is'Bridport's Big Sign¬ 
ings Day'and let's see... we're opening at 8.30am 
and stay open till 4pm."

tinguish the fire using two breathing 
apparatus and two hose reel jets. 

"The cause of the fire was unknown 
and the vehicle was 100 per cent dam¬ 


aged by the fire." 

Earlier this week, on Monday, June 
22nd, Bridport crews attended an¬ 
other car fire on the A35. 


The cause of the fire is believed to be 
from a fuel leakfrom the injector onto 
the turbo and the engine was 100 per 
cent damaged by the blaze. 


AN ARMY bomb disposal team was 
called to a field in Walditch last week fol¬ 
lowing reports that an unexploded bomb 
had been dug up. 

The expert crew raced to the scene on 
Saturday afternoon, where a man had dis¬ 
covered the unusual item while metal de¬ 
tecting. 

Specialists removed the device, thought 
to be a World War Two mortar bomb, be¬ 
fore carrying out a controlled explosion 
in a safe part of the field. 

Judy West, the owner of the field, said 
she was shocked when the item was re¬ 
ported and immediately phoned the po¬ 
lice. 

“I took a phone call from a man who 
was metal detecting in our field to say he 
had found a memorial plaque from the 
Queen’s Coronation and a bomb,” she 
said. 

“He said it was live so we called the po¬ 
lice - they took one look at it and said it 
needed to be inspected by a bomb dis¬ 
posal unit.” 

The squad was called from Tidworth, 
near Andover, and arrived at the scene 
that afternoon. 

They were able to remove the device 
safely before carrying out a controlled ex¬ 
plosion further up the field. 

A spokesperson from Dorset Police 
said: “We were called at 12.51pm on Sat¬ 
urday to reports that an unexploded de¬

"But we will be thinking long and hard about 


the issues and refining our proposals. 

"It was a delight to have such an open and hon¬

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New home birth team at Dorset County Hospital 


A GROUP of five midwives at 
Dorset County Hospital have come 
together as a new team dedicated to 
supporting home births. 

The Cygnet Home Birth Team - 
made up of Tara Putt, who is leading 
the service, Ali Fuszard, Ali Salmon, 
Karen Myers and Andrea Chrustaw- 
czuk - launched the new scheme at 
Abbotsbury Swannery last week. 

The service will provide all the 
care needed before the birth, during 
labour and afterwards for women in 
their own home and is available to 
women living in the hospital’s catch¬ 
ment area who have been assessed 
as low risk. 

Home births have previously been 
available at Dorset County Hospital,

but the new scheme ensures women 
who want to have a home birth will 
know who will provide the care, 
rather than the mid wives operating 
on an on-call basis. 

Jo Hartley, head of midwifery at 
Dorset County Hospital, said: “I 
thought about doing it and at the 
same time Poole Hospital started it 
and Tara came to me with the idea. 

“It is always something I wanted to 
do and Tara’s enthusiasm has really 
started it. 

“To have midwives of this quality 
in the team is great and we really

couldn’t do it without them and then- 
understanding of safety and care. 

“I think it is an absolutely wonder¬ 
ful idea, in times of austerity and the 
NHS issues, to launch the initiative 
is great. 

“I am really proud to be associated 
with midwives of this quality and if 
I wasn’t a midwife I would want to 
be part of a home birthing team.” 

Home birth rates for women at¬ 
tending Dorset County Hospital 
have fallen by half in 
recent years, from four 
per cent to two per 
cent, and the midwives 
want to reverse this 
trend. 

Tara Putt, a midwife 
at Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital who is leading the 
scheme, said: “We now 
have a dedicated team 
of experienced mid¬ 
wives to look after 
women who chose to 
have a home birth. 

“Proven statistics 
show it is safer for low 
risk mothers to give 
birth at home as they 
are less likely to have 
complications. 

“We have always of¬ 
fered home birthing but 
now this dedicated 
team will give continu¬ 
ity, the mother will 


meet all of us and will know who is 
coming out when they give birth. 

“It is amazing, we have been think¬ 
ing about it for a while now and we 
hope to improve home birth rates, 
which are currently at two per cent, 
and we would like to see them at 10 
per cent. 

“If we manage to do that, it will be 
amazing.”
